Brown has about completed the revision
of tho oWIcken ordinancesproposed by the
city council, which roused the Ire of
poultry fanciers and led to their vigor
ous protests being registered with the
mayor and the members of the coun-
cil.

The original document provided that
not more than 36 fowls be kept in any
other place than that to be designated
as the wholesale district. This because
of numerous complaints from neighbors
of those who kept fowls In such &manner, that their presence could be
detected blocks away.

As revised, the ordinance will not
limit the number of chickens to bekept In anj-- part of the city, but ttIH
make it a misdemeanor to keep them
in such a manner that they are of-
fensive and undesirable from a sanflatv

.'standpoint.
